THE AIR BRAKE 


Mew the fmvratien Was Sueereted te a« 
Yeung Beehawic. 


The air brake waa a creatore of George 
Westinghouse’s youth ; he had invented it 
before he was 21] years of age, and early a 
quarter of a century hae passed since he 
saw his invention applied with eucoess to a 
railway train. It has gone upon record as 
one of the great achievementa, 

The air brake was suggested to him on 
the inspiration of the moment, buat that is 
not infrequently the beginning of great in. 
ventions. ‘Lhe snggestion of the divisibility 
of the electric carrent came to Edison one 
summer Sunday afternoon as he etood with 
Prof. Barker wateling a majestic piece of 
mechanism in aperation. The hint of the 
telephone was received in an instant al- 
most by Bell, and the suggestion of the 
quadruplex telegraph came to Edison, as 
he once said, “‘ between two thoughts.” 
Ericsson received the hint of the acrew pro- 
peller as he watched a fish swimming in a 
quiet pool, and Westinghouse had the first 
suggestion of the air brake while in a rail- 
way accident. His train was brought to a 
standstill, and they told him that a colli- 
sion had occurred, and then it seemed to 
him, that it should be possible to invent 
some mechanical appliance which would | 
give an engineer command of a train such | 
as he did not possess in the use of the throt- 
tle and the reversing lever. He turned this 
idea over in his mind, and, being skilful 
with his hands and having the capycity of 
the inventor, he constructed in a little 
while the firat model of the air brake.

Grand Lodge of Independent Oddfel- 
lows was held this yearat Windsor and 
was one of the most interesting ever 
held by the order. The report of the 
Grand Secretary stated that when last 
they met in the frontier town of Wind- 
sor in 1872, their strength was but 66 
lodges, having 5,079 members and an

There are in Ontario two 
funeral aid associations, that of Lincoln 
and Welland and that of London, both 
doing good work. These, with the 
larger transactions of the relief associa- 
tion, swell the beneficial feature of Odd- 
fellowship in Ontario since 1856 to the 
stupenduous sum of $1,079,127.31. A

tion. 


Among the destructive agente for the | 


fly tohacco powder is considered the 
best. It should be dusted on those 


jmrts where the flies most usually con- | 


gregate. and it is certain death to those 
that come in contact with it. The 
larva may be destroyed by scattering a 
little lime or plaster on the fresher drop- 
pings in the field. This should be done 
im the early part of the season, as every 
larva killed then represents the death 
of many flies later. In many cases 
this is a very practical remedy, for the 
lime or plaster is cheap, and in almost 
every field there are some spots where 
the cattle preferably congregate during 
the heat of the day and the dropping 
will be more or less together and easy 
to treat.

Question—What is the best way of set- 
aa milk for butter ? 

r, Eastman—aAll times, seasons, cows, 
and conditions considered, the separator. 

Queation—Can as good butter be made 
from oxo’ — as from that raised in 
open pans or by the vity process. 

Mr. Sabtinie As aint better, With a 
few exceptions, where special customers 
have been taking certain brands of butter 
made from open or gravity creaming, the 
highest prices are paid for separator cream 
butter. The extra price that the few 
“fancy makers,” receive is not paid because 
pansor creams were used instead of the 
séparator, but because the makers having 
secured # reputation, ask and receive the 


ce. 

Mr. Van Alatyne—Some of the high grade 
dairymen like the Darlington, have custom- 
ers that take all their output, and who 
would not take it nor pay the prices they 
do unless they could control it all. They 
want it known that nobody but themselves 
can get such a brand and that they pay 
big prices for it. No doubt if they were ot- 
fered the buiter some day at a reduced price 
they should refuse to buy it at any price, 
either thinking it was of inferior quality to 
that yoy have been eating, or else they 
want it known that they paid seventy-tive 
cents or one dollar per pound, which any- 
body else could not or would not do.

A remarkably curious will has just been 
published —so remarkable, indeed, that it 
might well he added to the already copious 
catalogue of eccentric decumenta of this 
nature. The testator was a wine merchant 
of Bristol, who left personalty valued at a 
little leas than sixteen thousand pounda. 
He bequeathed one-hall of bis property in 
trust to secure an annuity of one hundred 
and fifty pounds to his wife during her 
widowhool, and directed that the other 
moiety should be divided into as many 
shares as he had children, for whom, until 
they respectively attained the ge of 16 

ears, the trustees are.to provide ** plain 
ood, simple clothing, and bare neves- 
saries,” together with a sound — 
education at a day school or rding 
school. At the conclusion of their scholas- 
tic course the boys are not to have any pay- 
ment made on their behalf, excepting euch 
an may be requisite for teaching them some 
honest trade or handicraft, just as if they 
were the children of some workingman who 
had only left behind him a certain sum to 
Poy for the education of his offspring. 

f, however, any one of the lade is found 
to display exceptional capacity for a pro- 
fession, such as to give promise that he 
would gain distinction therein, the trustees 
are authorized to spare no expense in his 
training for such profession, and may even, 
if they think it desirable, trench on the 
capital of his share; but if any one child, 
owing to continued ill-health, should be 
incapacitated from earning his own living, 
the trustees may apply part of the income 
of his share to his maintenance. On attain- 
ing the age of 25 years each son and 
daughter is to receive his or her share of 
the testator’s property, the fy ooo of 
which, however, may be deferred, if cireum- 
stances demand it, for another two years. 

This, perhaps, unprecedented will would 
noton the face of it appear to comprise 
any clauses contrary to public policy, such 
as those which Parliament contemplated 
when in 1800 the so-called Thellusson act 
was passed, restraining testators from de- 
vising their property for purposes of ac- 
cumulation tor more than twenty-one years 
after their death. 


It will be remembered that Mr. Peter 
Isaac Thellusson, a merchant of Swiss ex- 
traction, who had long carried on a prosper- 
ous busines#in London, who died in 1797, 
left a hundred thousand pounds to his wi- 
dow and children, and the residue of his 
property more than six hundred thourand 

unds—he left to trustees to accumulate 

uring the lives of hie three sons and the 
lives of their sons ; then the estates directly 
to be purchased with the produce of the ac- 
cumulated funds were to be conveyed to the 
eldest lineal male descendent of his three 
sons, with the benefit of survivalship. Peter 
Thellusson's will led to protracted and cost- 
ly litigation, which was not concluded until 

1859, when the long-pending questions were 
decided on an appeal to the House of Lords; ! 
but it was stated when their Lordships’ de- 
cision was given, tha‘, owing to the immense 
sums spent in legal costs, the value of the 
estate did not very greatly exceed the sum 
to which it had amounted sixty-two years | 
previously. This colossal scheme for ac- 
cumulating wealth beyond the dreams of 
avarice may or may not have been original, 
but, curious to relate, Peter Thellusson’s 
icea was made use of by Eugene Sue in bis 
romance of ‘The Wandering Jew.” A 
veg ene, Hee sum of money was supposed 
to have been accumulating at compound in- 
terest for upward of two centuries, and the 
mainspring of the plot was a conspiracy on | 
the part of the Jesuits to get hold of this 
tremendous peculium. The General of the 
Jesuits did at last succeed in clutching the 
precious packet cf recurities representing 
this untold treasmie, but he was unaware, 
of the contents of the parcel which was ac- 
cidentally burned, and the untold treasure | 
vanished into the infinities, 

The most curious and perhaps the most 
spiteful will on record is that of Queen Aus- 
trigilda, consort of King Contram, who by 
her nuncupative or verbal testament enjoin- 
ed her husband to slay and bury in the same 
grave with herself the two physicians who 
had attended to her Majesty during her 
last illness.

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TEN YEARS FOR JAEGER 


The Defaulting Cashier ot the Botheohilda 
Sentenced. 


He Mele Almest Twe Bilties Marke, ced

Radolph J t, the defaulting cashier of 
the ene toe of the Rotheshilde at 
Frankfort, Germany, was recently sentence: 
ed to imprisonment for ten years for embe- 
zlement from that house, The others who 
were gailty of complicity with Jaeger were 
sentenced for periods varying from six years 
to six weeks. Jaeger’s robberies were dis- 
covered in April last, when, after lea 
Frankfort, he caused a letter to be 
to the firm from Darmetadt stating that he 
had been guilty of robbing his employers 
and saying that he intended to commit sui- 
cide. The authorities had no faith in the 
suicide suggestion, and made earnest efforta 
to capture him, the Rothachilde offering « 
reward of one thousan. marks to the detec- 
tives. 

It was ascertained that a woman named 
Klotz was at the bottom of the cashier's 
dishonesty, and that she had disa 
about the same time as Jaeger, It was 
aleo found that Jaeger had taken a Penia- 
eular and Oriestl steamer. At first the 
age thought that he had gone to Ceylon, 
mt they traced him to Suez and thence to 
Ramlen, Egypt, where he was found living 
with his mistress, the woman Klots, 
Meantime it was ascertained that J ‘s 
stealings amounted to about one million 
seven hundred thousand marks, and that 
not less than tourteen persona had aided in 
his robberies and helped him to 
When caught Jaegar expressed contri 
for his crime and told the authorities about 
his accomplices. The latter were thereupon 
taken into custody. Had they denied the 
charges against them Jaegar, it is said, 
would have testified to the facta. 

Jaeger’s father had been in the employ of 
the firm, and the son enjoyed, up to the dia- 
covery of his guilt, the complete confidence 
of the Rothschilds, So close were the rela- 
tions between the Rothschilds and the 
Jaegers that, after Jaeger's flight, his wife 
went to the head of the firm and told him 
that she had been so disgraced be her hus- 
bands condnct that she wished to leave 
Frankfort and go to live in land. With- 
in twenty-four hours after the interview the 

lice found evidence showing that Mra. 

aeger probably was concerned in her hus- 
hots guilt, and they arrested her just as — 
she had her trunks packed for departure. 
The police afterward learned that Mra. 
Jaeger had been concerned in the frauds as 
early as 1889, when Jaewer an falsify. 
ing the books, and had herself suggested 
mothods for concealing the plunder, 

Jaeger, it appears, not only took his wife 
into his confidence, butall her relatives. To 
cach he gave sums varying from 30,000 to 
60,600 marks, which they either concealed 
or invested in business. He gave 90,000 
marks to his servant, a young woman named 
Messer, to put away for him. She hid the 
money in a field near Hofhein, Toward the 
close to the robberies Jaeger and his assovia- 
tes got rather in a corner as to places of con- 
cealment for the plander, so Mra. Jaeger 
hid 100,000 marks in billa in the mat ander 
the kerosene stove, To the woman Klotz, 
his mistress, Jaeger gave 5,000 or 6,000 
marks at a tire, but when she accompanied 
him on his flight he became more generous, 
and in Alexandria, Egypt, he bought for 
her 15,000 marks’ worth of diamo and 
other jewelry, 

The police have recovered about 1,200,000 
marks, leaving about 500,000 marks unac- 
counted for. Of this amount about 200.000 
marks is supposed to have been squandered, 
and 3000,000 marks to be stil hidden 


away.

000 marks in the apprehension of Jaeger and 
of those who were connected with his crimes,

The wren is foolishly in- ~ 
dustrious, Owing to its capricions taste as 
to the locality of its nest, it has the habit 
of building several nesta, leaving them more 
or less in an unfinished state unail it finally 
decides upon the most favourable spot. 
Two other industrious birds are the British 
sparrow, and the stormy petrel, The spar- 
row is now found all over the known world 
and is as ubiquitous asthe inhabitants of 
the British islands, He is perfectly fearleap 
of any living thing from man downwards, 
and makes himself theroughly at home, 
either in the country or in the crowded cit 
thoroughfares. The sparrow frost 
four to seven times in the course of a year, 
and, notwithstanding the bad name fre 
quently given to this bird, showa by the 
very large number of insects consumed, that 
if given fair play, some considerable credit 
ought to be placed to the other side of the 
account. The stormy petreia live in a con- 
stant state of activity, and may be seen 
flying about during the entire day, and 
heard throughout the night. They never 
appear to be fatigued except after a long 
continuance of storma, During a gale the 
petrel is all animation.

The latest advices from Moscow state that | 
the panic there is on the increase, notwith- 
standing the efforta of the authorities to | 
suppress any general evidence of the spread 
of cholera and of popular terror. 

The cholera is becoming more virulent at | 
Novgorod, and people there blame Baranoff, 


Baranoff, in reply 
to popular criticism, has increased the 
severity with which he punishes his critics. 
Two respectable citizens, by order of the 
(Giovernor, were publicly punished with 100 
lashes of the knout for having spoken un- 
favorably regarding the sanitary arrange- 
ments made by Baranoff. 

Appalling reporta have been received of 
the ravages of the disease inthe Govern- 
ment of Saratoffand Samara. It is officially 
reported that the deaths number not less 
than 3,000 daily. The ignorant mulitude in 
many places resist all sanitary precautions 
and attack the doctors and others engaged 
in attempting to alleviate the disease. 

A Moscow despatch says:—Ten new) 
cases of cholera have appeared here, and | 
yesterday there were seven deaths. There | 
is no business doing at Nishni Novgorod. | 
The Government officiale ih the country 
are giving the peasants boiled water and 
red wine to drink, 

The cholera is raging at Astrabad, the 
capital of the Persian province of that name 
and known, on account of its peatilential at- | 
mosphere, as the City of the Plague.

The Charch and the Worktagmen, 


The divergence in the United States be- 
tween the churches, even of the moat liber- 
al class, and the workingmen was never 
more clearly or more painfully shown than 
by @ recent investigation e by. the Mas- 
sachusetts Congregational Association, The 
Rev. John P. Coyle sent inquiries to h- 
ers and church officers and to the ofheers of 
the labor organizations, to ascertain whether 
in their opinion industrial discontent. had 
anything to do with the falling off of church 
attendance. The replies do not indicate 
directly to what extent industrial discon- 
tent has had effect, bat indirectly they 
brought much more significant information 
than could have been anticipated. The re- 
sults of this interesting inquiry are set forth 
in an article on ‘ Preachers and Labor 
Leaders” in the A t number of The 
Forum, being one ot The Forum's * Studies 
in Practical Religion.” The preachers ad- 
mit that 38 per cent. of the workingmen are 
alienated trom the church, but they think 
that industrial discontent has had little to 
do with it: On the other hand the labor 
leaders declare that 48 per cent. of the 
workingmen are alienated from the church, 
and that the reason is to be found in the 
alliance of the church with the industrial 
interesta that are hostile tor labor, 
**Church members are accused of being firet 
and most merciless in cutting down the 
wages of helpless girls while main 
their own salaries and dividends. A re- 

rt is made of one employer who gave 
be ly and witn much applause to the 
building of s church, and then deducted 
the cost of it from the wagea of his help. 
And such men as these are the pillars of 
the churches, occupy the chief seats, fill 
the highest offices, impart to them their 
tone, and welcome the working man. if he 
comes as a beneficiary, which his self-re- 
spect resents, When lockoutes and strikes 
eccur, the churches and preachers side 
with the employer, deride labor organiza- 
tions, sneer at their leaders, and throw the

The worst interviewed person in the world 
is perhaps Arabi Pasha, and through the 
intervention of Mr. F. C. Roles of the Cey- 
lon Independent and Mr. MacIntosh of the 
Observer I was permitted to add to the old 
warrior's troubles. Ever since his atterapt 
nine years ago to play the nationalist game 
in Egypt he has lived in Ceylon, and it is 
as necessary to see Arabi Pasha as to see 
Kandy.

He receives 
from the English Government £50 a month, 
and of this he sends one-half to his two 
wives, five children, and aged sister in 
Egypt. The other half is kept for the nse 
of himeelf, his two present wives, five chil- 
dren, his eldest eon and wife, and their two 
childrea, Twenty-two persons live on this 
£50 a meth. 

‘Ine ola warrior lives in Glamu House in 
a suburb of Colombo on the inlend side of 
the road leading to Mount Lavinia, and his 
eldest son and wife in an adjoining house. 
His poverty is evident from the first in the 
limited quarters, the scant furniture, tho 
carpet showing the coir matting through the 
holes, and a Neer of ebony even any 
back.

The Lengthening of Tree Trunks. 


Mr. C. H. Stein, of Camden, N. J., en- 
quires whether branches which are now too 
low for convenience will get higher in time 
when the trunk of the tree lengthens. It is 
@ general impression — those not fam- 
iliar with botanical gandening that the 
trunks of trees lengthen, but this is not the 
case; the trunk of a tree, being once form. 
ed, does not lengthen a fraction, no matter 
if it lives to a handred years. A branch 
from a trunk that is now, say six feet from 
the ground, will have the centre of that 
branch still six feet from the ground, no 
matter how many years elapse. If branches 
are, therefore, now too low, they had better 
be cut offat once. Again it is worth re- 
membering in cutting off branches that they 
should always be cut close to the trunk or 
to any main beastoh, so that the wound mry 
heal over. Ifthe branch is very large, so 
that the wound is likely to take several 
years to heal over, it is tter'to paint it, 
in order to keep the water from rotting the 
wood until it is properly healed.

The Indians of Hayt{ believed in one im- 
mortal, invisible and supreme being inhabit- 
ing the sky, and when their eves first fell 
upon the white man they regarded him as a 
messenger from above. 

ACTING AS MEDIATORS 

between this being and the race of mortals 
were messengers, called Zemes. Fach In- 
dian ruler or cacique had his own tatelar 
Zemi and a house wasset apart for him in 
which was erected an image to his honor. 
Kach family and individual, also, bad a 
satregered Zom: and when going forth to 
yattle they bound an image of the Zemi to 
their foreheads, The Indians believed that 
these Zemes presided over every object 
in natere, ah having a particular duty. 
They influenced the seasons and the ele- 
ments, and the seas and the forests and 
even gave success or the reverse in hunting 
and fishing. 


Beside these the natives had Batios or 
priesis who pretended to hold communion 
with the Zemes, These priesta practiced 
rigorous fasts and ablations’ They were 
familiar with the medicinal qualities ot all 
the herbs on the island and cured many ills 
with them, attributing their success, how- 
ever to their influence with the Zemes, 


THEIR BELIEF ABOUT CREATION, 


Relative to the order of creation the na- 
tives believed that Hayti was created, and 
that the sun.and moon issued from a cavern 
in thé island to give light to the world. 
This cavern is still pointed cut and is known 
by the name, La Voute a Mingnet. From 
another cavern they believed mankind isau- 
ed, the large men from a great aperture and 
the small men from a littleone. Some time 
afterward the men who thus peopled the isl- 
and gave chase to wild animals among the 
branches of trees, After a long and fatigu- 
ing chase four of these were captured and 
proved tv be women. 

They also had a tradition about the uni- 
versal deluge. They said there once lived 
on the island a mighty caciqua who slew his 
only son for conspiring against him. He 
afterward collected the remains and presery- 
ed them in a gourd. One day he opened the 

ourd when, therefissued from it several fish, 

e carefully closed it and placed it on the 
roof of his house, inwardly rejoicing that he 
could have fish whenever he wanted. But 
four brothers learning his secret visited the 
gourd during the catiqua’s absence and let- 
ting it fall on the ground broke it. Immedi- 
ately there issued forth a mighty flood, with 
dolphins and sharks and whales, and the 
water spread antil it overflowed the earth, 


‘forming the ocean and leaving only islands 


in the vast watery waste. 
THE DYING AND DEAD, 


They had singular ways of treating the 
dying and dead. When the life of a cacique’ 
was despaired of they strangled him—the 
highest honor they could confer. Common 
people were extended in their hammocks, 
with bread and water by their heads, and 
were thus suffered to die, Sometimes the 
cacique gave permission to strangle them, 
After death the body of a cacique was 
opened, dried and preserved, but only the 
head or liab of a common person was thus 
treasured, 5 

They believed the spirits of the dead ap- 
peared on earth, sometimes mingling with 
the living. Their heaven was a place where 
the spirits of the good were united to the 
— they had loved most in life and to 
those of their ancestors. There they lived 
in shady and blooming bowers, banquetting 
on delicious fruita and enjoying in perfec- 
tion, all those pleasures which constituted 
their greatest felicity on earth, Their para- 
dise was in che western part of the island, 
where fruit of a delicious nature grew. So 
fearful were the living lest the supply of 
the fruit would give vut, thas bringing on 
a famine in Heaven, that they would not 
touch it. sd

Frozex Prars.—Drop quartera of pre-

Sweet Pickiep Pears.—Dissolve one 
| pound of sugar in a quart of strong vinegar, 
| flavor with mace, cinnamon and nutmeg ; 
| let it come toa boil. Pare ripe, firm pears ; 
leave tho stems on, and drop into the syrup; 
take up in a few moments and putin a jar; 
re-scald nine mornings, when the syrup 
should be thick. Putinto quart jars and 
seal hot. : 

Prans anp Wutrrep Crtam.—Pare and 
| quarter ten nice pears. Cook until tender 

in a little water, then remove to a platter. 
Make a syrup of one pound of sugar and a 
pint of thepear-water. Add the juice of 
two lemons and the grated rind of one. 
Cook the pears a few minutes in this syrup; 
then ren.ove to the dish in which they are 
to be moulded. Soak one ounce of gelation 
one hour in enough water to cover it; when 
dissolved stir into the hot syrup ; let boil 
up;then turn it over the fruit. Dip the 
mould in cold water before putting in the 
mixture. When cold, turn intoa dish and 
terve with whipped cream, This is nice 
for ae dinners as it may be prepared 
on Saturday, and it 18 very nice served 
with thick sweet cream. 
Baxep Peans.—Simply pare them and 
sprinkle with sugar and nutmeg, adding a 
few spoontuls of water. 


To Can Pears.—Pare, core and quartor 
them. Cook until done, adding a little 
sugar ; fill the cans full, being careful to 
have all spaces filled with juice; then 
screw on the covers and set away in a dark 
place. 

Pics Preserves.—To remove the skins 
of plums scald only a few at a time, and 
it you do not choo e to remove them, pierce 
each plum with a ateal fork. Allow one 
pound of sugar to each pound of fruit, and 
add only water enough to the forme t> dis 
solve it. When it boils, put in the plums 
and cover closely. As soon as they are ten- 
der skim out careful eo jars, filling them 
about two-thirds full. Boil the syrup fif- 
teen minutes longer, then pour over the 
fruit, filling the jars. 


Sweet Prckiep PLums.—Put six pounds 
of sugar with half a gallo. of vinegar in a 
porcelain kettle, add an ounce of cinnamon, 
boil twenty minutes. Wash nine pounds 
of plums, put in a large jar, and pour over 
them the syrup ; let set twenty four-hours, 
pour off, boil again, and pour boiling hot 
over the piums ; repeat this for nine morn- 
ings; the ast time the syrup should be thick 
and rich. Put in glass jars and seal, 


Piom Marwatape.—Boil until soft, rub 
through a colander and allow seven pounds 
of sugar for ten pounds of pulp. Boil until 
thick, stirrirg constantly to prevent burn- 
ing. 

Pie Jetiy.—Boil the plums until soft. 
Pour into a colander and let stand until the 
juice runs through. Strain this through a 


| jelly bag and allow one pound of white 


sugar for each pint of juice ; boil until it 
jellies, Keep in tumblers covered with 
paper dipped in the white of an egg. A 
nice pluin batter may be made of the plums 
after taking the juice for jelly. Rub them 
through the colander andallow seven pounds 
| of sugar to ten pounds pulp; cook until real 
| thick, stirring constantly. Ground cinna-

‘ Two years ago next month Mertenia A.

The idea of going 
to rea with sladge '” On the contrary, you 
know nothing of it, The deck of the sledge 
ship is broad and clean; the deck house er

is the fact. The ides that the *‘ nved 
barges “ of the County Connell, which take 
out the precipitated portion of London sew- 
age to the Barrow Deep, are — dirty 
dredges is quite a mistake. y are 
powerful twin screw steamships, worked by 
two rete of triple-expansion engines, and 
fitted with three large tanks, kept cover. 
ed, and absolutely from nuisance to any- 
body, even to the seamen on beard. They 
can make two trips out to sea in every 
twon(y-firehours, steaming about ten knot 
and, as a matter of fact, y thee di 
of 41,090 tons of “ sludge” in the last week 
of July. 

The “sludge” is precipitated by treating 
the sewage with lime and salphate of iron. 
First, six hage cages catch debris, such as 
sticks and dead rate aud eels, Ac., in the 
great rushing sewers which drain London, 
This rubbish is burnt in destructors at the 
rate of something like # handred tons a 
week ; then the black river of sewage is 
stirréd in tanks with lime—or, more cor- 
rectly, lime water—in the prepertion of 
about 3) grains to the gallon. The effect of 
the lime is to precipitate matter in euspen- 
sion aud solution and also to deodorize.

The sludge passes 
throngh pipes from the bottoms of the pre- 
cipitating chambers to another reservoir, 
whence it is pumped to the tanks in the 
‘*s'udge ’ ships, and conveyed to sea. 

The effecton the river is most satistactory. 
Oa the testimony of the harbor master it is 
cleaner now than it has been for some years, 
while Mr. Thudichum, the chemist at the 
Barking “outfall” works, joyfully main- 
tains it has 50 per cont, of oxygen, which it 
has not rejoiced in for some summers past. 
Bot the clean foreshore and the scent of 
seawced at Barking, and the much purer- 
lookin: water in the Thames itself, are 
proofs to the uninitiated of the success of 
the ‘new " system. 

That system is only now getting into full 
working order. Within the last three 
months the County Council have added two 
more ships to the fleet, making now five in 
all; and they are conveying some 40,000 
tons of slulge out to sea every week. Four 
— are constantly at work day and night, 
and one takes its turn of a rest week for 
painting, repairs, &c., and affording a light- 
er time for the men.

During the afternoon 
Mrs. Shepherd went out to the barn to 
look for eggs, leaving her two small 
boys aged respectively 2 and 34 years 
in the house.

The 
youngest child was so badly burned 
that he died this morning after suffor- 
much. The other boy is severely burned 
about the face and hands but will re- 
cover. It is supposed that the child’s 
clothing had been set on fire by a spark 
from the stove. Much sympathy is felt 
for the bereaved family in their afflict - 
tion.

At Midmight a Weird, Sabaaecd Light 
Bright Enough to Read By, 


There is nonight in Norway during June, 
July, and August. Consequently as it was 
early in June we should have prepared for 
ight 
at midnight, or rather a weird, subdued 
light quite bright enough to read by. It 
was at Stavanger we first noticed it. This 
town, one of the most ancient in Norway, 


& branch of the Bukken fjord and anchored 
at Stavanger, the quaintest town imaginable 
with queer wooden houses, and so quiet it 
seemed every one must be dead. None of 
the bustle and activity that accompany the 
landing of vessels in other countries, no 
matter at what hour. 

As we peered out over the vessel's side 
we saw pecple gathering about the landing. 
If they spoke it was so low it sounded like 
whispering. All about were rocky, bleak 
mountains, almost shutting in, it seemed, 
the small space the town was built in, Over- 
head, falling down upon houses aad people, 
was that strange midnight light. ‘Vere we 
after all only dreaming or was this really an 


old Rip Van Winkle sort of town? A party 


of us decided to spend a little time prowling 
through the town, The spell of quietness 
all about fell upon us, and we moved silent- 
ly, speaking in low tones, 

We found ourselves at 2 9.m. standing 
before an old cathedral built in the eleventh 
century, and founded by the famous Bishop 
Reinold, It had been burnt a century or 
two later, afterwards rebuilt, aud fully re- 
stored still later. The sun was just rising, 
flashing a beautiful colouring on the old 
building ; far up on the mountain tops 
fleecy clouds rested, still higher up was the 
beautiful Norwegian sky. When we re- 
turned to the vessel it was three o'clock, 
and the sun was an hour high, We slept 

rofoundly for hours, and when we again 
ound ourselves on deck we were steaming 
along through an inland sea, or rather we 
were inside the celebrated rocky island 
barrier that extends along the west coast 
of Norway. The water was almost entire- 
ly sraooth as the continuity of protecting 
islets and massive rocks was only broken 
for short stretches, and ao formed a great 
natural break water. 

For the first time since leaving Pittsburg 
a sense of almost loneliness took possession 
of us. We felt we were really going into a 
foreign land. All about us was a frowning 
blackness of coast. And yet in the very 
bleakness was a strange sort of fascination. 
On either side stood great mountains of 
enormcus rocks piled with a prodigal pro- 
fusion one above the other, and islands 
formed of rocks; as we moved on and on 
still higher mountains, their tope covered 
with glistening snow that sometimes extend- 
ed far down the sides. Only here and there 
were bits of verdure, looking very much out 
of place, and wherever that occurred little 
hamlets nestled in the midst, and one 
wondered if the inhabitants ever left 
their lonely homes, for all about the 
mountains seemed impassable, and al- 
most straight down, thousands of feet, 
But we knew that in 
some way they did, for down on the sea, in 
every direction, were the fathers, brothers, 
and husbands tossing about in little fishing 
craft—stern, quiet men, so intent on their 
work they scarcely noticed us. —-{ Pittsburg

to the American continent. A fourth out- 
break occurred in the years 1865 and 1866 
in Europe, but upon the whole the violence

where it prevails, Cholerine is’ Asiatic 
cholera and nothing else. Cholerine is 
name given to a type of the plague which 
is of medium severity ; butit is Asiatic 
cholera all the same. 

Cholera is a disease, and belongs in 
the category of disorders caused by the en- 
trance of micro-organisms into the body, 
like scarlet fever, small-pox, diphtheria, 
typhus, tuberculosis, and many others. The 
cause of cholera isa minute germ or bac- 
terium, which enters the body by way of the 
alimentary canal, and is propagated in the 
intestines. Koch, who discovered the 
bacillus of tuberculosis, and who has indi- 
| cated by his marvellous methods of experi- 
mentand research the direction in which 
to look for a cure of consumption, was sent 
by the German Government in 1883 to India 
to investigate the cholera epidemic there, 
In the intestines of all who died from this 
disease he founda micro-organism of peculiar 
shape, curved and bent like a comma, and 
this was given the name of comma bacillus, 
The comma bacillus has never been observed 
except in the victims of cholera. Additional 
proof of its ait the cause of this pest was 
afforded by further experiments, undertaken 
not only by Koch, but also by Rietsch and 
Nicati, who produced cholera in guinea 
pigs by introducing the comma bacillus into 
their intestines. The bacillua enters the 
system by way of the stomach and lives and 

ropagates in the intestines, There it mann- 
actures @ ptomaine, or poisonous substance, 
which being absorbed into the system, gives 
rise to the — which we recognize as 
those of cholera, It is more than probable 


‘ 
| that the disorder spreads by being scattered 
; With the intestinal discharges, contaminat- 
ing water courses, rivers, streams, and wells, 
defiling the linen and bed ingen and con- 
triving in an infinite number of ways to 
enter the human system again by means of 
food and drink, The germs are not dissem- 
inated through the atmosphere. They are 
not blown by the winds from one place to 
another, 
and commerce. They are propagated 
The discharges of infected

individuals. 
personsare the centres from which contagion 
radiates. Hence the supreme necessity of 
isolating such a nidus of disease, and of de- 
stroying everything that may in any wa 
serve as an agent in the sowing and diffusion 
of the seeds of death. 

Will the disease reach this continent 
Undoubtedly. Its ubiquity in Europe is such 
that we can scarcely hope to escape the vie- 

itation, It remains for the health authori- 
ties of both the Dominion and the Provinces 
to show what ability they have in keeping 
the scourge at the threshold. The danger 
to individuals is not great if they are intel. 
ligent and use foresight. The dager is 
amongthe ignorant and careless and thought- 
less, ln hea thousands that crowd the 
tenement houtes, subsisting on bad food, 
regardless of what they drink, and heedless 
of personal cleanliness, Nature has a safe- 
guard against cholera. Few cholera germs 
are able torun the gauntlet of a healthy 
stomach. Thegastricjuice, when sufficiently 
acid, isanantiseptic. It destroys the comma 
bacillus. Among the victims of cholera are 
chiefly those whose general health is impair- 
ed, or who suffer trom disorders of the 
stomach, such as dyspepsia and gastric 
eatarrh, With a digestive apparatus in 
good condition, plenty of exercise in theopen 
air, and careful selection of one’s food and 
drink, each may stand his ground and remain 
upon the field of battle without alarm and 
without danger. There are various degrees 
of cholera iniection. In some cases therg is 
the mildest attack of choleraic diarrhwa, 
not differing from common diarrhea such 
as every one has experienced. In others 
its severity and deadly character-is mant- 
fest from the outset. Between these ex- 
tremes are all degrees of illness. The period 
of incubation is from one to three days, only 
this short period elapsing after the intro. 
duction of the germs before the complete 
development of the attack, whether mild or 
severe, So faras treatment is concerned, 
the medical profession bas no certain cure 
to offer.

You will hardly 
believe me, but it is nevertiveless trae, that 
the birds not only lay out their city in 
blocks, but pick up all the loose stones, till 
the whole place is as smooth asa board 
floor, Then they take possession in couples 
each pair selecting a home site—not to build 
a nest, but merely toclaim a particular spot 
on the bare ground, 

The hen lays one egg, and only one ; and 
during the time of incubation, the male 
brings her food from the sea, or site on the 
egg ® while himself if she wants to go out 
and take a swim. But in this case, as in 
many others, virtue is not “ its own ex- 
ceeding great reward,” because the lady 
penguins grow so fat and sleek under the 
good care of their faithful husbands, that 
they are the more easily hunted at that 
particular season. The old birds are too 
tough and fishy to be relished by man or 
beast ; but the tender young matrons are 
in great demand, both for their oi! and fleah, 
Even the eggs have an oily and fishy flavor, 
and taste as hens’ eggs might if cooked in 
| kerosene, 
| The penguin is by no means « handsome 
lor graceful creature. He has wings like 
any bird, but they are altogether too short 
to fly with, though they may assist him 
somewhat in waddling over the ground. 
When in the water, he has no use for wings 
because his broad feet, webbed like those 
ofa duck, propel him rapidly. There are 
several varieties of them, the largest, called 
the ‘‘ Emperor Penguin,” weighing from 
twenty-five to — pounds.

To our Knglish taste, pawn is very of- 
fehsive ; bat the natives of India relish it, 
and regard itasa necessity. It is much 
eaten by Mohammedans of both sexes, and 
iy the natives of The Hindus of 

orthern India do not indulge in it so 
freely. Eurasians and others of mixed 
races frequently chew it; and some are 
in the habit of continually: taking it; but 
it would be quite accurate to say that no 
— of pure English parentage is in the 

bit of eating pawn. 

When a native calle upon afellow-country- 
man the master of the house immediate] 
calls for pawn ; and when it is prepared, all 
present begin to chew it, carryi on con- 
versation meanwhile. When the called- 
upon thinks that it is time for his friend to 
leave, he gives some gentle hint, such as, 
that he h hia friend will call 
soon ; and the caller rises to depart; but 
before he leaves the house, he is presented 
with more pawn, so that he may not leave 
with his mouth empty. 

Bengali baboos (native gentlemen) when 
leaving home for business habitually supply 
themselves with pawn ; and any day the 
may be seen going along the atreets wit 
lips and tongues swollen.and red. It is not 
considered etiquette by the natives ot India 
to eat pawn or anything else in the pres- 
ence of social superiors or employers. 

Another thing in which the natives of 
India indulge just as much as in pawn is 
tobacco, The substitute for the Eoglish 


is 


containing water ; this serves asa pedestal, 
and into it are fitted side by side two tubes 
sboutaninch in diameter. One of these 
tubes is about two feet in height, and has at 
top a little round earthen vessel called a 
chillum. This chillum isa cup about four 
inches in-height, and the same in width ; at 
the bottom it has a hole just large enou 
to be fitted on to the tube. A little earth 
is put loosely into the hole, to prevent the 
contents falling down the tube ; then some 
tobacco is put in, and over this some live 
charcoal, Those who are addicted to the 
use of opium frequently place some of the 


drug in the chillum along with the tobacco. ; t 


The second tube rans up parallel with the 
first for some distance, and then branches 
out sideways for two feet or more: to the 
end of this tube the emgker applies his 
thouth and—enjoys himself. The smoke 
being drawn through the water in the ped- 
ental makes the peculiat sound which causes 
the hookah to be called the “ hubble-bub- 
ble.” 

This description of hookah is most com- 
monly use among the better classes; but 
there are many varieties. The poorer classes 
make a cocoanut shell serve the pur of 
the brass water-vessel. The chillum is 
fixed on toa tube which is putinto a hole 
at the end of uheshell ; a second anges Sr 
tube is formed with the hand and applied 
toa side-hole, through which the smoke is 
drawn. 

Tt is not, as among the —— that only 
some men smoke to ; but, with rare 
exceptions, all natives, men and women, 
indulge in this weed in some form or other., 
The hookah is smoked as a refreshment and 
sign of fellowship by the natives of India, 
and not merely as a luxury. Whena group 
of natives are seated together, and, as is 
the custom, the hookah is passed round to 
each in turn, it is considered very bad 
manners for any one to decline to (A, & 
few puffs. If the hookah is thus refused in 
a friend's house, or while one is the guest of 
another, it is regarded as an insult. If, for 
any reason, a native is pat out of caste, the 
fact is strictly marked by his former cas+te- 
fellows’ refusal to smoke with him; and 
any one who eats, drinks, or smokes with 
an out-caste, is himself out-casted. 

It is curious how, while the Englishman 
speaks of ‘‘smoking ” tobacco, the China- 
man and native ot Bengal speale of ‘eating " 
it, ard the native of Northe-n Indias speaks 
of “Drinking” tobacco, thus indicating 
that they regard i: as one of the necessaries 
of life. Tobacco grows treely in India, 
whieh may account for its cheapness and 


universal use.

These 
late broods should of course have exercise, 
bot give itto them after they have had a 
morning feed of some flesh-and-bone-form-

rise, the next at 10 a.m. next 3 p.m, and the 
last just before sunset. Let them gain 
stamina by having a good run among the 
bushes during sediy but lead them toexpect 
that at the above hours they will receive a 
feed near their house. Confinement never 
agrees with young chicks; they must have 
an unlimited run ; they will then frolic and 
ight among themselves, and obtain all 
mineraland animal matter necessary. 
Their coups at night should be perfectly 
dry, free from lice, and supplied with abun- 
dance of fresh air. There is probably no 
one thing that keeps chicks back in their 
wth like lice, You cannot be too care- 
ul about lice. 
Another thing, don't keep too many of 
these late hatched chickens in one flock, 
and above all don’t keep a stunted, wizened 
chick among the flock; all such should have 
their necks wrung. Their weakness will 
furnish a good point for the attacks of dis- 
ease, which will contamivate the healthy 
members of the flock.

Fight Metween Navvies and Military in 
' the Congo State. 

A Lendon despatch says :—A despatch 
from St. Paul de Loanda, the capital of the 
Portuguese provinces of Angola, West 
Africa, tells of a serious affray in which a 


¥ | number of persons were killed and wounded. 


Two hundred and fifty navvies who were 
intended to be used in the building of the 
Congo railway arrived at Boma. They re- 
teak ta go ashore to be forwarded to their 
destination, anless the — authorities 
should accede to the terms of employment 
which the navvies demanded and about 
which there was some misunderstanding. 
The Governor boarded the steamer aud 
urged the navvies to go ashore and proceed 
to their work. The navvies received the 
Governor with an demonstrations, and 
flourished revolvgrs with which they threat- 
ened teshoot him. The Governor summon- 
ed 50 soldiers to the steamer and again 
ordered the navvies to go ashore. The lat- 
ter replied with shouts of defiance, The 
soldiers attempted to force the men to land, 
whereupon the latter fired upon the mili- 

The soldiers also fired and a general 


fusilade commenced, The navvies did not 
yield until three of them, and a oger 
not concerned in the contlict, had kill- 


ed, and 12 navvies wounded, some of whom 
are likely ‘o die. The survivors then con- 
sented to go ashore. The affray will un- 
doubtedly lead to an investigation as to 
the methods of obtaining labor fur the Congo 
state.

Thrilling Exprrieeces of Bivers te Avs.

Sharks are very common all along the 
coast of Australia. They become more 
numerous, larger, and more voracious the 
nearer we go to the equator. Passengers 
who make ocean voyages may often see 
them from the deck of their ship ; but I see 
them in their mative element. A day sel- 
dom passes when [am at work that I do 
not see some of these creatures. They do 
not seem to recognise adiver when clad in 
his diving dress as something which is goed 
toeat. Probably heis mistaken for some 
other great seamonster, with whom the 
shark would jastas soon mot measure his 
strength. At all events sharks rarely give 
us any active annoyance. At first, when 
we go into a new country, they exhibit 
some curiosity. They sometimes come and 
inspect us and our work, moving slowly 
around us without perceptible motion, and 
smelling at us like great doge. It gives one 
avery horrible ‘‘feeling of insecurity,” I as- 
sure you, when 

ONE OF THESE MONSTERS 
of twelve or fourteen feet long runs his nose 
arouml your body, end without even a coli- 
tary “‘ wag" of his tail to indicate good-fel- 
lowship. The shark will swim away right 
enough when he has finished his inspection 
—at least he always has done so with me— 
and although annoying, I can stand it now. 
Sometimes, when you go down se 
you will find half-a-dozen big and little 
sharks who have evidently selected the site 
of your operations as a camping-ground. 
This is awkward. Perhaps they have ob- 
served the disturbance at the bottom of the 
sea, and like marine constables they * are 
waiting for the fellow who made it, to ran 
him in.” This isan awkward experience, 
for these sharks do not clear off and admit 

our claim. They say all animals have a 

ear of man ; but sharks cannot recognise a 
man in sdiver’scostume, They neither op- 
pose nor assist usin our operations ; they 
simply ignore us. We have to be very 
careful then, walking round about these 
lazy pigs without disturbing them. I have 
occasionally used a small crowbar as a wea- 
“pon, and struck a smallshark on the nose 
when he was annoying me with his persis- 
gt 5 The shark will then turn and 
go off with a rush. I would not, however, 
like to try my crowbar on a shark ten feet 
long. After bis rush away, he might return 
for further investigation. > 

I have had many nasty adventures with 
sharks when pursuing my occupation; I 
recollect one thac gave me a considerable 
shock. I had been engaged blowing up a 
reef of rocks so as to sakree a little harbour 
on the coast. It was my daty to make the 
hole and put in the charge of dynamite. 
The charge was exploded in the even- 
ing after we left off work. On going down 
every morning I was accustomed to go over 
to a certain ledge which was always a good 
resting place for lobsters. Morning after 
morning I had invariably found a pair or 
more of these crustaceans, which I sent to 
the surface ina basket, On the morning 
to which I now refer, I walked etraight to 
the ledge and ran my hand carefully along 
its lower side. I was surprised to find my 
— scraping what I took to be the rock ;

still more when I observed my hand groping 
within a foot of the mouth of a great shark 
whict had retired to rest in this cavity. 
The shark must have been as much alarm- 
ed as I was, for it made one spring from its 
resting-place and disappeared in the dark 
wall of ocean. The shock to me waa greater 
than I could have believed, and even yet I 
do not care to think about it much. It is 
hardly necessary to say that I did not re- 
turn to that ledge for lobsters for some 
time. 

On another occasion, a big fellow came 
alongside me where 1 was working. I stop- 

d, of course, and stepped back <eety to 
ethim pass. But he did not. He came 
nearer, I then thovght he was curious, but 
soon found that another feeling than curi- 
osity was moving him. As I retreated he 
still advanced, until I found myself jammed 
up against the rock. I could retreat no 
farther, and yet the brute came on deter- 
minedly. But instead of approaching me 
with his long nose—for you don’t see his 
jaws—he turned his side and be to rub 
up against me. I had a amall ‘jumper "in 
my hand, which I held with the point ont- 
wards against his skin, as I did not wish to 
have his rough skin scoring along my dress. 
It was something like what a cow would be 
rubbing against you. The iron on his skin 
was, however, the = thing he wanted, as 
he soon gave me tounderstand, I was kept 
there at least half an hour scratching that 
monster with the sharp iron. He took it 
like a pig, bending his body and turning 
over on his side so as to presenta fresh sur- 
face tothe jumper. I suppose he must have 
felt easier far the operation, for afters time 
he moved away. I had one or two further 
visits from him on following days, on each 
of which I was obliged to scratch him for a 
time. I think he must have recognised me 
as a kindly and effectual scratcher. I im- 
agine he was suffering from some paren 
or skin disease, to which he may have fallen 
a victim. Otherwise, I might be in that 
scratching billet still. . 

One of the boys who worked in the boat 
once inserted a charge of dynamite in a 
sheep's head; the charge was of course at- 
tached tothe battery by wire. After we 
had **knocked off,” he threw in the sheep's 
head. In about ten seconds the head was 
‘taken in” by asmall shark. In ten seconds 
more there wasan explosion, and fragments 
of shark were abundant. In certainly less 
than a minute afterwards the sea was almost 
alive with sharks contending fora relic of 
their deceased kins-shark. This experience 
was, however, obtaired from the eurface, 
and what I pride myself most on is that I 
see these creatures from below. 

I remember once I had the good fortune 
to see a battle between a pair of sharke, al- 
though at the end of the time I did not by 
any means think the fortune “‘ good.” It 
happened in this way. I was ‘‘down” at 
the wreck of a ketch off the Illawarra Coast 
in New South Wales. The boat was above 
me, as ‘usual, keeping me supplied with air. 
I remember I was working with a crowbar, 
prying asunder the timber of the broken 
vessel, which had sunk in sucha position 
that it menaced vessels passing in and out 
of the harbour.

did not know what it was at the time, but 
] learned afterwards that it was a waist- 
coat belonging to one of the men.

Quick 
as lightning, three or four sharks converged 
in towards that waistcoat. I hadn't been 
thinking of them, and did not believe there 
Wasashark within a mile of me. 1 was 
staggered for a second. At one moment 
there was no sign of them ; at the next. the 
sea seemed to alive with these hideous 
creatures, curling and twisting above my 
head in the clear water. ‘ Tho pocket of the 
waistooat contained a big silver watch, aad 
thia helped to eink the garment.. However, 
before it had been well wetted, a big fellow 
of nine or ten feet long turned over and 
took in the waistcoat and the watch. He 
then sunk leisurely to the bottom and lay 
quietly, looking upwards. There was no 
chewing ; waistcoat and watch were alike 
bolted. Then | thought the aiiventure was 
over, and I was about to resume my work, 
But I was destined to see more. I observ- 
ed that two o: the other and smaller sharks 
had suddenly engaged in combat. They: 
rolled, they worried, they d . Some. 
timea they were above me in the water ; at 
other times they had descended till on a 
level with my head. There was no sound 
that I could hear; there was no disturbance 
in the water that I could perceive. Encas- 
ed as I was in my diving dress, | would not 
have expected either to have heard sounds 
or felt vibrations. Still 


THE CONTEST WAS TERRIFIC, 


The rolling of the animals in the still 
water was frightsore. In the tonflict they 
moved farther and farther away from the 
place where I stood, until they disappeared 
inthe great opaque wall of water which 
marks the horizon of the diver. As to the 
rest 1 can only conjecture. I presumo one 
of them was killed, tor I noticed the big fel- 
low who had swallowed the waistcoat, and 
several other sharks, slide over in the di- 
rection which the combatants had taken. 
They had gone, I hoped, to pay their last 
respects to one of their friends—perhaps to 
bury him in their capacious mawa. 

y friend the diver related many other 
tales, and imparted to me many curious cir- 
cumstances of his life under the sea, to 
which at some other period I may be per- 
mitted to refer.

ascertain how long it takea to form a sedi- 
mentary rock we can fi out when the 
shee of wearing away and redepositing 
gan. 

Sir Archibald states that on a reasonable 
computation the stratified rocks attain an 
average thickness of 100,000 feet. The ma- 
terial of which t consist was all washed 
down from high planes, deposited and left 
to stratify. By the inspection of river banks 
it is found that in places the surface of the 
land which has been carried down as sedi- 
ment in rivers has been reduced at the rate 
of « foot in 730-years, while in other places, 
where the land was more stubborn or less 
flexible, it has taken 6,800 years to lower 
the surfaceone foot. The deposit must be 
equal to the denudation. Thus we find that 
while some of the sedimentary rocks have 
grown « foot in 730 years, others have taken 
ee to rise that height, Thus the 

iod of time that was required to build u 

00,000 feet of sedimentary rock has vurtes 
according to locality from 73,000,000 yeara 
to 630,0.0,000 years, It follows that the 
active work of creation lasted fora cyole in- 
termediate between these two figures, The 
cycle varied with endless succession of pe- 
riods of disturbance by volcanic force and 


of dry land, alternating with the emerging 
of continents out of the seas, These may 
have retarded the growth of sedimentary 
rocks, but they cannot have accelerated it. 

A study ot fossils teaches the steady uni- 
formity with which the work of creation 


proceeded, Since man to observe 
there has been no change in the forms of 
animal and vegetable life, A few species 


have disappeared; not one new species 
has been evolved. Not only do we find the 
fauna and flora of ancient pt as ote 
ed on monuments which are probably 8,000 
or 10,000 years old identical with those 
which are found in that country to-day, but 
shells which inhabited our seas before the 
ice age and grew in an ocean whose bed 
overlay the ky Mountains are precisely 
the same species that are found in the bay 
of Monterey and the waters of the Chesa- 
peake. It is evident that there has been no 
essential change in the conditions of life 
since these animals and these vegetables 
were first created, yet how vast the short- 
est period which we can assign to the gap 
that divides us from that remote — 
Little by little the geologist is lifting the 
veil which covers the prehistoric record of 
our planet. The era which preceded the 
age of civilized man, with ite vast rivers 
carrying down diluvial floods to the ocean, 
and the bursting forth of mountain ranges 
from contractions of the earth’serust has been 
painted to the life. But no onehas exercised 
his pencil on that preceding ago, when the 
foresta made way for clumps of stunted 
birch and willow, incessant snowlalls cover- 
ed the plains, ges crept down from the 
north, and ually vast sheet of ice half 
a mile thick drove mankind with the mam- 
moth and the reindeer, to those fortunate 
regions which, like California, escaped tlie 
agony of the last ice Nor have we any 
distinct perception of that subsequent age 
when the ice melted or receded to the pole, 
or dense a orp jungle grew up in the mo- 
rasses it had left, swamps steaming with trop- 
ical heat swarmed with uncouth batrachian 
and reptile life, trees of monstrous wth 
shed their shade over shiny pools and black

use by English brewers, and that ite valoe 
would be determined largely. by what it 
would bring-for feeding purposes, This, of 
course, being a dealer's view may not be 
absolutely unprejudiced, but there ia no 
doubt that the barley a has declined, 
and that farmers are paying less attention 
to its growth and more to the production of 
cereals and root crops, which can be fed, or, 
if more profitable te do so, expo ted inde- 
pendent of the American market, The 
statement that the British market will re- 
quire toimport nearly 20,000,000 quarters 
of wheat to meet Pe demands of home con- 
sumption gives dealers an opportunity te 
smile. The Northwest creps are did, 
The yield is very large in Mani aeo- 
tions running 35 bushels to the acre.

The French Republic. 

The third French Republic has just be- 
un the twenty-third aay of its existence, 
fe was established on the 4th of September, 
1870, twe days after the surrender of 
when the Imperial Government was over 
thrown and the Provisional Government 
called the Government of the National De 
fence, was established in Paris. But soos 
the one-hundredth anniversary of what ir 
the opinion of many Frenchmen isa more 
memorable event, the proclamation of che 
first French republic, will be celebrated, 
The old monarchical regime in France, atter 
& futile attempt to modernize it and give it 
a constitutional character, was practical- 
ly abolished in August, 1792. A Dati 
Convention, to act at the same time asa 
constitutional convention and an assembly 
invested with all the powers of government, 
was convened. It meton September 21, 
1792, and four days later, on the motion 
of Collot d'Herbois, the ublic was 
enthusiastically proclaimed. The centen- 
nial of this historic event will be cele- 
brated in France and in other coun-— 
tries, including the United States, in 
which large numbers of Frenchmen are 
living and at liberty to commemorate the 
first establishment of repablican govern- 
ment in France. To French patriota the 
history of the first republic is not only fall 
of terror, but slso replete with glory, as it 
recalls the genuine popular enthudiaem 
evoked by the institution of a government 
which, in point of principle, was based on 
** liberty, equahty, and fraternity,” the 
victories won by the revolutionary armies 
over the allied European monarchies, and 
the large extension of French territory, 
ower, and influence. Yet the first repu 
ic was short-lived. It lasted only 11 years, 
including those years in which Bonaparte as

The luncheon at home is under 
strict rules of household management ; 

reparation is made for it by way of mar- 
el evc., and is not Bridget’s way, but 
thet of the mistress of the house.

Women always fied it an economy worth 
practiaing to keep their dresses in good re- 
pair, especially those which are worn moat 
frequently.

| they would if neglected, Sponging with

_most of the dirt and wrinkles. A vest is 
often much improved by this treatment, 
especially if new binding, braid and buttons 
jare puton, In mending the knees of boys’ 
| trousers, around patch should never be 

used. The seams should be ripped and a 

piece set in. Then if the seams are pressed 

well the mending’ will scarce'y show, -The 

necessity for deing thie could be avoided

channel is that sand heaps are apt te form 
there suddenly without ing. The 
Anglia, while slowly tarning to anchor, ap- 
pears to have strack one of these and 
to have capsized immediately. She lay for 
rome time on her heam ends with her side 
above the water, The majority of the offi- 
core and crew and the only two 
on board — to scram to the 
side, and remai there for some time till, 
they were picked up by the boate of the 
Bricish I steamer Goa, which 
to be passing; bat the engine-room 
and three satlora in the forecasthe were aa- 
able to escape, and perished. A very paiofal 
scene was witnessed by the survivors and 
rescuers. The three sailors who were sur- 
prised in the forcastle at the moment that 
the ship turned over found it impossible to 
get out by the door, They put their heads 
through the. porte and for help. 
Every effort was made to save them by en- 
larging the porta, but for want of proper 
toola, the attempt to tear away the iron 
plates proved unsuccessful, and as the hull 
slowly seitled down the boate were obliged 
to put off and leave the unfortunate men to 
be drowned.

A Cartous Incideut at Jerasalem, 


The eccentricities of the super-religious 
often find vent in strange forms, and a 
singular scene has jurt taken place in Jeru- 
salem. Ontaide of the Damascus gate of the 
city is a curious hill, which froma remark - 
able resemblance to a skull, the eyes being 
supplied by two rock-cut caves, is called the 
“Hill of the Skall.” This hill was first de- 
scribed by Major Condor in 1887, who sug- 
e- that it might be the site of Calvary. 

‘he late General Gordon, in that curious 
collection of religious rhapsodies entitled 
** Reflections in Palestine,” not only accepta 
this identatication, but also eaw in one of the 
tombs—now known as ‘as tomb — 
the grave hewn out of the rock ‘tin which 
Christ was laid.” There is another tomb . 
in the hill about 500ft distant from Gordon's 
Tomb which was described by M Con- 
dor, and the religious visiting Jeru- 
salem are now divided into two antagonis- 
tic parties as to the relative authenticity of 
the tombs, A fierce controversy ia the re- 
sult. During the height of the dispute an 
English lady arrived at Jerasalem and 
promptly decided in favour of the Gordon 
tomb as the true one. She then cleaned it 
out and passed a whole night in prayer and 
meditation there. It is, however, unfor- 
tunate for this lady and the other pious en- 
thusiasta that it is proved that the tomb is 
certainly not a Jewish one. At the time of 
discovery it was full of bones. The crosses 
and other marks found in it are those of the 
twelfth century, and the claim made for the 
tomb is absolutely without foundation.
